Though it} 
is only 150 miles long, Jamaica 
possesses 500 kinds of ferts 
as ageinast 250 in*the United States 
and Canada. The wealth of tree 
ferns was an ‘object‘of special in- 
terest to the-édrly: Spanish explot 
ers because. they- argued that the 
soil_must be very fertile to make 
ferns grow so big; while ‘in Europe 
thé? were so inéonsiderable in size. 
Jamaica is of parficular interest to 
the botanist because its ferns and 
other plants were first described 
200 years ago and were thus the 
first to be described from tropical 
America. The.names given them 
came to be applied loosely to many 
allied but distinct kinds, and it is 
important to know accurately the 
Jamaican species. Doctor Maxon 
will .prepare a descriptive account 
of the ferns of Jamaica for a series 
being issued by the British mu- 
seum. :
